Of the thirteen challenges for the 
cup, the Shamrocks of Sir Thomas 
have taken part in the last four. His 
first Shamrock sailed in 1899, the 
second in 1901, the third in 1903 and 
the fourth in 1920, the last time the 
cup was in competition. The defend- 
ing yacht at that time, the famous 
old Resolute, was sailed by Charles 
Francis Adams, now Secretary of 
the Navy. 

The original race for the cup, then 
merely a Royal Yacht Squadron 
trophy, was sailed in 1851 around the 
Isle of Wight. The schooner yacht 
America had sailed across the ocean, 


and being off Britain at the time, 
decided to compete. It won by so 
wide a margin that the Queen of 
England, on a spectator ship, when 
asked what yacht was next, replied. 
“There is no second.’’

The cup lifted by the America was| 


brought to America and eight years 
later, when turned over to the New 
York Yacht Club, was named the 
America’s Cup in honor of its win- 
ner. 

Races for the cup were sailed in 
1870, 1871, 1876, 1881, 1885, 1886, 1887, 
1893, 1895, 1899, 1901, 1903 and 1920, 
the challenge of 1914 being carried 
over to 1920 because of the war.

This phase of the negotiations at 
Geneva will be purely technical and 
may consume much time. For that 
reason there is no expectation here 
that there will be any definite out- 
come in the immediate future of the 
effort of President Hoover to bring 
about reduction in the strength of 
fleets.

Delegation Turned Down by Post- 
master General Confident Presi- 
dent Will Adjust Dispute.

WASHINGTON, May 3.—President | 


Hoover conferred today with Georgia 
Republicans representing the ma- 
chine set up during the last cam- 
paign by Horace A. Mann and, ac- 
cording to them, promised to com- 
pose their difficulties over patronage 
with Postmaster General Brown. 


The delegation, consisting of H. G.| 


Hastings of Atlanta, Barry Wright 
of Rome and R. G. Guinn of Atlanta, 
came here early this week to make 
recommendations for patronage to 
Postmaster General Brown only to 
be informed that he had decided to 
ignore the organization created by 
Mr. Mann and to confer with other 
Republicans in Georgia. 

This rebuff angered the Georgians, 
and after conferences with Howard 


E. Coffin, also one of the Hoover 
leaders in Georgia, it was decided to 
protest to the President. 


It was stated at the White House! 


that the delegation was merely call- 
ing on the President to pay their 
respects and that the patronage 
squabble would not be discussed. The 
conference lasted forty minutes and 
developed finally into a thorough air- 
ing of the dispute. 

The callers told Mr. Hoover that if 
the Postmaster General continued to 


ignore them the movement to build 


up a respectable iepublican or- 
ganization in Georgia wowld dwindle 
into a mere patronage distributing 
organization which would be inef- 
fective in campaign years. This con- 
tention is upheld by Mr. “offiu, who 
is a cousin of the President. 

The Georgia politicians left the 
White House smiling.

“T have no right to speak for any 
other nation. Maybe France, Spain 
and Italy would all welcome this sys- 
tem of control, but as long as you 
cannot apply it—and I venture to say 
you could not apply it to Britain 
and the United States, both of them 
very largely industrialized countries 
then I say that a system of control 
is impracticable.’’

As for good faith, Lord Cushendun 
said that if the nations relied upon 
it and nothing else to carry out dis 
armament, ‘‘one inevitable effect 
would be to increase international 
suspicion.’’ He argued that a rumor 
might start in one country that an- 
other country was secretly making 
machine guns and this could easily 
grow to the point where ‘‘a state of 
mind conducive to war was created.”

Lord Cushendun concluded by 
backing the French suggestion ‘‘that 
rather than admit inability to agree, 
we should give ourselves a little 
more time to consider the whole 
question and should not arrive, 
all events, at a negative decision at 
the present session.’’

Hope of Bonds in Fall. 


It is, perhaps, with that in mind 
that the creditors will finally yield 
to Mr. Young's insistence. They feel 
that if they can get even a fair pro- 
portion of the 13,000,000,000 marks. 
now reduced to 12,000,000,000, which 
is due to them for reparations, they 
will be comparatively lucky. Dr 
Schacht seems to have at last yielded 
on that point and there are grounds 
for hoping that the first small instal- 
ment of German bonds issued by the 
proposed international bank to 
handle the payments will be on the 
market late this Fall or early next 
Spring. In proportion as they are 
absorbed more will be issued. —~ 

The difficulties which the confer- 
ence 1s now making last efforts to 
solve concern both figures and the 
system of payments. Although the 
Germans, in conversations since Dr 
Schacht’'s return, have increased the 
amount they are willing to pay, that 
sum remains, according to depend- 
able information, over 100.000.000 
marks less than the minimum sum 
acceptable to the Allies. Mr. Young, 
it is stated, in his efforts to obtain 
further allied reductions, will face 
far greater obstinacy on the part of 
each creditor than the last time he 
undertook to obtain concessions on 
this question, for every delegation 
now believes that it has reached the 
limit that would be supported by the 
home government. 

Allies Stiffen on Cuts. 

Each delegation looks to the others 
to make sacrifices, if any are neces- 
sary, and with the experts in this 
frame of mind Mr. Young will need 
all his persuasiveness to make any 
impression, As a talking point he 
the fact that it is a pity 
to fail to reach agreement when that 
agreement is so near. But many dele- 
gations already are replying that they 
prefer to stand by the Dawes plan 
than to make a further reduction 

Most of the delegations favor the 
system now under discussion, which 
consists, firstly, of mobilizing as soon 
possible, with the full collabora- 
tion of the Reich, a sum which at 
present is indefinitely specified be 
tween 12,000,000,000 and 13,000,000,000 
marks, and, secondly, of making 
Germany responsible for the allied 
debts to America in a lump, while, 
however, not stipulating the pay- 
ments to be made further than for 
the first ten or twelve years. In 
this manner, if the United States 
should make reductions to the Allies, 
Germany would have a correspond- 
ing benefit 

Opposition to this plan has not 
come within the conference, but it 
is without American approval, since 
America’s experts continue to re- 
{rain from regarding the questions 
of debis and reparations neces- 
sarily interrelated 

What may be expected from

AUSTRIAN CABINET 
APPROVED BY PARTIES 


New Streerawitz Conservative 
Government Will Assame Office

day unanimously accepted the Cabi- 


net list headed with the name of Dr. 
Ernst Streeruwiz as Chancellor. 

Tomorrow, just a month and a day 
after the resignation of Mgr. Seipel 
left Austria without a government, the 
new government will be proclaimed. 

The Chancellor and five Ministers 
will be members of the Christian 
Socialist party, which is the largest 
in Parliament, while the Pan-Ger- 
mans will have two representatives 
and the Peasants’ party one. There 
will be five new Ministers in the new 
Cabinet, of whom the most opposed 
was Karl Vaugoin, Minister of War

He is himself an educator, having 
made it his life work and havin 
resigned as president of Stamfor 
University to enter the Cabinet. 

“The place of the national govern- 
ment,’’ he said, “is not that of sup- 
plying large amounts for carrying‘on 
the administrative functions of ady- 
cation in the communities, but to de. 
velop methods, ideals and procedures, 
and to present them to be taken on 
their merits."’ 

Earlier the educators had heard 
Julius H, Barnes, past president of 
the Chamber of Commerce of ‘the 
United States, discuss ‘‘excellence of 
service as a determining force in 
profitable busin¢ss.”’ 

He said that a premium was being 
put on bra.us for the first time ig 
history. 

“Investors want to share in the 
ownership of brains,’’ he continued, 
“Tt is an era of brains over bricks. 
We insure brains for vast sums just 
as we used to insure buildings 
against fire.’’

Press Asked to Arouse Citizens. 

“In his speech the President re- 
minded our nation of our first duty 
as citizens to respect the law. In 
speaking directly to the publishers 
|}and through them to our whole pop- 
ulation, the President laid strong em- 
|phasis on the fact that the press 
could play a dominant part in re- 
solving the basic question of the un- 
derstanding, the ideals and the re- 
}lationship of the individual citizens 
to the law itself. 

“The President well said that the 
press is almost final in its potency 
to arouse the interest and conscience 
|}of our people and a great majority 
; of the important journals day by day 
give support to these high ideals. 

‘‘No individual has the right to de- 
termine what law shall be obeyed 
and what laws shall be enforced. 
| On the contrary, the duty to enforce 
|the law rests not only upon every 
| public official but upon every citizen. 

“The grand jury feels that it would 
be neglectful of {ts duty if it did not 
teommend to the people of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia a careful reading 
of the President’s address and an 
appeal to the press and people to 
| come forward in leadership to stamp 
out crime and disrespect for law. 


Believe More Enforcement Possible. 


| The nation’s capital should be in 
the forefront of respect, obedience 
and enforcement of the law, and the 
grand jury, as representing the 
people in presenting persons for trial 


for criminal offenses, calls upon the 
people of the District of Columbia to 
|weigh carefully their responsibility 
as law-abiding, law-respecting and 
law-enforcing citizens. Let us say 
that our respect for the law as law 
shall not fade from the sensibilities 
|of our people. 

| **As a part of the machinery of our 
jcourts we meet daily to consider 
offenses against the law, and while 
ithe District of Columbia has prob- 
ably no more than its proportionate 
per capita of offenders, yet we can- 
not let pass this opportunity to say, 
regretfully, that the increase in the 
number of such offenses is deplor- 
able. 

“It would seem that most all crime 
is on the increase and the cause of 
this increase, from our observation, 
has in a considerable degree been 
due to the Prohibition act. That 
|much improvement in the enforcing 
of the prohibition law is possible we 
believe to be true.”’

'ACCUSED OF HIDING ASSETS. 


| A. W. Gray’s Sons and Six Indi- 
viduals Indicted for Conspiracy. 


The A. W. Gray’s Sons Corporation, 
with a plant in Middletown Springs, 
Vt., and an office in this city, and 
| six individuals were indicted yester- 
day by the Federal grand jury on a 
charge of conspiring to conceal $100,- 
000 worth of assets and of actually 
jconcealing $25,000 worth. The con- 
}cern, which had built up a fine busi- 
| ness reputation under former owners 
operating as A. W. Gray's Sons, Inc., 
|manufactured threshers, saw ma- 
chines and clothes pins. The de- 
|fendants obtained control of it in 
| February, 1928, for $30,000, of which

poration, bought all sorts of com- 
modities, such as furnishings and 
wearing apparel, and disposed of 
them as speedily as possible, ship- 
ping some of them to Florida.

New Prosecutor Expected to Launch 
a General Clean-up. 


A shake-up in the office of United 
States Attorney for the Eastern Dis- 
trict of New York was foreshadowed 
yesterday as Howard W. Ameli took 
over the post made vacant by the 
ousting of William A, De Groot. 

Mr. Ameli was chosen and sworn 
in to succeed Mr. De Groot at 10 
o'clock yesterday morning by Fed- 
eral Judges Marcus B. Campbell 
and Robert A. Inch, soon after the 
arrival from Washington of official 
notification of Mr. De Groot’'s re- 
moval. Later in the afternoon Mr 
Ameli was officially appointed Unit- 
ed States Attorney by President 
Hoover, who sent his name for con- 
firmation to the Senate. 


Clean-Up Is Foreshadowed. 


The predicted shake-up, it was 


learned, will involve assistants and 
attachés. It will be accompanied by 


a readjustment of administrative 
methods and a general housecleaning 
with a view to the ejection of 
‘fixers,’ bail bond runners and thei 
agents from the Federal building in 
Brooklyn. 

This is the definite task with 
which Attorney General William D. 
Mitchell has entrusted Mr. Ameli, 
who will retain his post until the 
task is finished and may then re- 
ceive an appointment to the Federal 
bench, an ambition which he has 
long cherished. While the supposed 
temporary nature of Mr. Ameli’s ap- 
pointment was emphasized in politi- 
eal circles, no effort was made to fix 
the exact time he would remain in 
office. Officially his appointment 
by the President is for the fixed 
term of four years. Nor was it be- 
lieved that the newly created judge- 
ship in the Eastern District would 
be held open for him. 

Developments in the situation 
came in quick succession yesterday 
While Mr. Ameli was taking over his 
duties, rolling up his sleeves and 
preparing to go to work after a brief 
statement, in which he declared that 
he intended to press ahead with 
energy and determination, dispatches 
from Washington told of a resolu- 
tion introduced in the House by 
Representative Loring M. Black Jr., 
Democrat, of Brooklyn, mba an 
|}investigation of the administration 
of justice in the Eastern District of 
New York. At the same time it was 
disclosed also that Warren M. Price, 
Collector of Internal Revenue, had 
begun an investigation into the in-

Both men shook hands 
warmly after the ordeal and ex- 
pressed the hope that their personal 
relations would not be clouded by the 
developments which led to the oust- 
ing of Mr. De Groot. 

Mr. De Groot arrived at his office 
at the usual hour yesterday morning 
and found waiting for him two docu- 
ments One was a telegram from 
Attorney General Mitchell and the 
other was a letter from President 
Hoover informing him of his re- 
moval, 

The telegram 
General read: 

“The President yesterday signed 
an order removing you as United 
States District Attorney. I have re- 
quested the senior district judge to 
appoint a temporary successor.”’ 

The letter from the President was 
even shorter. It follows: 

“You are hereby removed from the 
office of United States Attorney, 
Fastern District of New York, effec- 
tive immediately.”’

Let me thus publicly thank my 
friends and the members of my 
staff who have been loyal to me 
I am glad they know that I have 
approached all my duties without 
fear and have not shown the white 
feather throughout the cruel politi-

Fifteen Republicans of Ways 
and Means Committee End 
Task That Took 2 Months. 


GOES TO HOUSE TUESDAY 


| Bill Gives Rise to Many Rumors as 
to Provisions, but Members of the 
Drafting Group Are Silent. 


| WASHINGTON, May 3 (4».—Af- 
| ter nearly two months at their task, 
| the fifteen Republican members of 
| the House Ways and Means Com- 
| mittee completed the tariff revision 
measure today and sent it to the 
| printer. Chairman Hawley an- 
nounced the bill would be introduced 
next Tuesday. 

All sorts of rumors as to the con- 
tents of the measure were current 
at the capital as the committeemen 
filed out of their final executive ses 
sion, but they stuck tenaciously to 
their custom of saying nothing. 

It was generally believed, how- 
| ever, that the bill contained scores 
of increased rates, not only on agri- 
cultural commodities, but on many 
important articles and goods in the 
industrial schedules, and that many 
items now on the free list had been 
made dutiable. 

Wool and cotton textiles are under- 
stood by close tariff observers to 
have been given especial attention in 

| the revision. The sugar duty is 
| known to have been raised, but the 
amount finally agreed upon re 
| mained a secret. 
| While no information, either offi 
cial or unofficial, was available as 
to how the bill deals with farm prod- 
| ucts, there was an indication among 
members from the _  agricuitural 
States, who have been closely follow- 
{ing the evolution of the measure, 
that the proposed legislation might 
not come up to their expectations 
One member, from a North Central 
| State, was said to be preparing a 
speech in opposition to this schedule 
for delivery when general debate 
is in order. 

Other farm group members 
known to be open-minded on the sub- 
ject of a special rule to be brought 
out by the Republicans to govern 
consideration of the measure on the 
floor. Unless the measure offers 
what they believe necessary for ade- 
uate tariff protection on farm prod- 
ucts, they are ready to oppose any 
rule which would bar amendments 
to the agricultural schedule. 

Two days probably will be allotted 
members to study the bill after its 
introduction. Meanwhile, the Demo- 
cratic committeemen who were ex 
cluded from the meetings during 
preparation of the bill, will be called 
in to vote on reporting it from com- 
mittee. 

Also during this interval the en 
tire Republican membership will be 
called into conference to rule what 
sections in controversy among the 
Republicans shall be subjected to 
special votes in the House and what 
limitations on amendments shall be 
placed in the rule. There were re- 
ports today that sugar would be one 
of the paragraphs on which a spe- 
cial vote would be provided, but they 
could not be confirmed. ‘ 

Representative Tilson of Connecti- 
cut, the majority floor leader, said 
it probably would be late next week 
before the bill was taken up for de- 
bate in the House. Should stiff op- 
position develop over adoption of a 
rule—and every indication points to 
that— it may be the following week 
before the measure itself comes up 
for consideration.

Opens for Private View—Many 
Portraits of Royalty Shown,

LONDON, May 3.—One hundred 
and twenty-six ‘‘old masters’’ were 
auctioned at Christie's this afternoon 
and the total amount realized was 
$607,000 

The top price of the day was $89,- 
870, paid for Anthony Van Dyck’s 
portrait of M. Jacques Leroy. The 
second best was $78,000 for Rem 
brandt’s ‘Portrait of a Warrior,"’ 
signed and dated 1651. The Savile 
Gallery was the.purchaser of this 
Rembrandt, which prior to the sale 
was the property of Mrs. Reeves of 
{Avonmouth House, Christchurch, 
| who inherited the picture from he 
|father, James Hall.

The successful bidders were practi- 
cally all London dealers buying on 
speculation or on commissions of pri- 
vate patrons whose names were not 
revealed. It was a four-hour session 
of great bargains for those seeking 
pictures associated with the names 
of great artists or notable for an- 
tiquity, with low prices more remark- 
able than high ones. The range of 
prices in the group of five pictures 
catalogued as Rembrandt's went all 
the way from $78,000, paid for the 
warrior portrait down to $110 for a 
picture of an old woman. 

There were four Titians. One, por- 
trait of Navagero, sold for $16,000, 
but the three others brought only 
$6,000 for the lot. A _ 600-year-old 
‘Coronation of the Virgin,’’ by Gi- 
otto, went for $2,000. Goya’s ‘‘Ser- 
mon”’ was knocked down for $14,000 

Romney's ‘‘Lady Hamilton as Cas 
sandra’’ scored one of the good 
prices of the sale, $42,500. Hoppner’s 
double portrait of John and Henry 
Cust started with a $25,000 bid and 
was sold seven seconds later for 
twice thatamount. Morland’s ‘‘Danc- 
ing Dogs’’ fetched $44,000, thereby 
creating a new record for works of 

‘that artist. Among the surprises for 
those who associate big figures with 
the names of great artists, regard- 
less of the quality of their pictures, 
were the sums paid for works of Si:

Royal Academy Private View. 


While the sale of old masters was 
proceeding at Christie’s, thousands 
of specially privileged Londoners 


|were flocking to Burlington House, 
two blocks away, for the “private 
|view day’’ of the one hundred and 
sixty-first annual exhibit of the Royal 
Academy of Arts, which will open to 
the public Monday. There are 1,600 
exhibits in this show, more than a 
third of them oil paintings and the 
rest divided among water colors, 
etchings and sculptures 

It is a royal exhibit this year in a 
double sense because of the unusual 
number of new portraits of the royal 

| families of England and elsewhere. 
The most conspicuous of all is the 
picture of King George, painted last 
year prior to fis dliness by Oswald 
|Birley for the National Museum of 
| Wales at Cardiff. In the adjoining 
‘room is a portrait of Queen Mary 
in a rose-colored gown, painted by 
L. Campbell Taylor for the Royal 
College of Music. In the same gal- 
lery is a portrait of the Queen’s son, 
the Duke of York, in his naval uni- 
form, painted by Meredith Frampton, 
The King’s aunt, the Princess Bea- 
trice, by Sir Arthur S. Cope, also is 
among the portraits. In addition 
there is a large canvas showing the 
King and Queen with many other 
notables in the foreground at the 
opening of the Duveen Galleries at 
Millbank. 

For further good measure in royalty 
there is a portrait of the Queen of 
the Belgians by Paul Ivanovitch and 
the King of Siam on his throne by 
the same artist who painted King 
George.

SHANGHAI, May 3.—Whether ac-

the United States, Great Britain, 
France and other countries con- 
eerned, is taken singly or in unison 
is understood to be a matter of little 
concern to the Nanking régime. 

In the notes Dr. Wang outlined the 
reasons for Nanking’s action at this 
juncture, declaring that consular 
jurisdiction was obsolete, reiterating 
the National Government's attitude 
and urging the abolition of extrater- 
ritoriality as soon as possible. 

Dr. Wang added: ‘I confidently 
hope your *Excellency’s government 
will take this desire into immediate 
and sympathetic consideration and 
will favor me with an early reply.”’ 

It is understood that the note fol- 
lows informal conversations with 


erated the same desire at the Wash- 
ington conference, which placed it- 
self on record as sympathetic toward 
furthering the aspiration of China 
for the removal of the restrictions 
on its political, jurisdictional and ad- 
ministrative freedom. 

“With the unification of China and 
the establishment of the National 
Government a new era was inaugu- 
rated in our relations with other 
countries by the recent tariff trea- 
ties. But it is the conviction of the 
Chinese Government that the promo- 
tion of well-being will be accelerated 
by a readjustment of relations on a 
basis of equality in matters of juris- 
diction, and if your Excellency’s gov- 
ernment will meet the wishes of the 
Chinese in this regard it is certain 
that another obstacle to full and 
frank cooperation in trade or other- 
wise will be happily removed. 

“Extraterritoriality is a legacy of 
the old régime and has ceased to be 
adaptable to present conditions 
With the close contact between 
China and the foreign powers, and 
the assimilation of Western legal 
conceptions by Chinese jurists, Chi- 
nese jurisprudence has gone forward 
rapidly. In addition to the codes of 
laws now in force, a civil code and 
a commercial code, now in the final 
Stages of preparation, will be ready 
for promulgation before Jan. 1, 1930. 

“It may be pointed out that those 


countries which have ceased to en- | 


joy extraterritorial privileges have 
found satisfaction in the protection 
given to their nationals by Chinese 
law and have had no cause for com- 
plaint. Your Excellency’s govern- 
ment may, therefore, rest assured 
that the legitimate rights of its 
nationals will not be unfavorably 
affected by the relinquishment of 
the privileges it now possesses. 

“TIT am happy to express on behalf 
of the Chinese Government the de-

ernment. In our study of history 
we find many different forms of 
government out of which our own 
republic slowly evolved. It was 
the successful experiment of the 
founders of this noble republic that 
thrilled the civilized world by the 
ushering in of a newer and broader 
idea—an idea that gave hope to all 
future generations—a government 
of the people by the people and for 
the people. 

The United States is just and 
democratic. Liberty is the corner 
stone of the American nation, in- 
suring to its citizens freedom of 
speech, freedom of the press, re- 
ligious freedom and equality of op- 
portunity for all. The government 
protects the rights of the individ- 
ual, both as a citizen of his own 
State and as a citizen of the whole 
United States. The Constitution 
guarantees the rights of the in- 
dividual on land and sea, at home 
and abroad. It insures liberty, 
justice, peace, security and happi- 
ness. 

During the periods of settle- 
ment in America, most colonies 
had forms of government, consist- 
ing of charters, granted by the 
British Government. As a result 
of the failure of England to carry 
out her part of the agreement, the 
Revolutionary War was fought, re- 
sulting in aboslute freedom of the 
colonist. 


The National Bill of Rights. 


Now that they had been released 
from alien rule, the problem that 
confronted the leaders of the new- 
born nation was how to preserve 
that liberty and how to strengthen 
their present status as a nation. 
A critical period now followed. The 
Article of Confederation under 
which the country had been gov- 
erned did not guarantee that lib- 
erty of the individual for which 
they had fought. There was no 


true union of the colonies and 
without union there was no strong 
national government. The rights 
of the States were held superior 
to the Federal Government. Free 
trade between States was impos- 
sible. There was no credit, little 
business and no national law and 
order. But the Constitutional Con- 
vention was held, and after months 
of heated discussion and spirited 
debates the great American Con- 
stitution was given to the world. 
Under this Constitution the Amer- 
ican citizen enjoys vast privileges. 
Now our credit is sound. We enjoy 
national law and order and the 
rights of the individual are fully 
guaranteed. 

The first ten amendments are 
called the National Bill of Rights. 
The provisions of the first eight 
are concerned with personal rights 
and may be classified in two divi- 
sions: those that prohibit Congress 
from restricting the rights of the 
individual, those which protect in- 
dividuals brought before or on trial 
in United States courts. The first 
two amendments make it impos- 
sible for Congress to establish a 
State religion or deny to any one 
religious freedom It is impossible 
to deny freedom of speech and the 
press and the right to appeal to 
our government for the redress of 
a grievance In order to petition 
the government, we go to the Su- 
preme Court, the Supreme Court 
being the guardian of the people, 
and the government will endeavor 
-o bring about a satisfactcry un- 
derstanding of the grievance 

The third and fourth amend- 
ments prevent Congress from quar- 
tering soldiers in private houses 
without the consent of the owner 
and from allowing national of- 
ficers from searching property ex-

The 
last four amendments give accused 
persons the right of a speedy trial 
by jury. Excessive bail or fines or 
cruel punishments are prohibited. 
In the United States an accused 
person is innocent until proved 
guilty. Our Constitution enables a 
poor man to have a lawyer to de- 
fend his innocence. 


Appeals to Young Americans. 


Lest the individuals should not be 
fully protected by these provisions, 
the Ninth Amendment says ‘‘that 
a certain list of rights in the Con- 
stitution shall not be interpreted 
to deny or undervalue other rights 
retained by the people.’’ To pre- 
vent the limiting of rights of the 
State and citizens, the Tenth 
Amendment deciares that ‘‘powers 
not delegated to the government 
by the Constitution and not pro- 
hibited by it to the States are re- 
served to the people or States re- 
spectively.’ Therefore the Su- 
preme Court with the aid of the 
Constitution is the defender of 
States’ rights, allowing no State to 
take undue advantage over an- 
other. 

At the time our Constitution was 
framed it was the only one in ex- 
istence in which every citizen was 
guaranteed a voice in the govern- 
ment. The framers believed that 
taxation without representation 
was tyranny. Under our Constitu- 
tion every one has the wonderful 
privilege of suffrage, regardless of 
race, color, religion or sex. Every 
one has the right to vote for those 
who are to make the laws which 
he is to obey. Not only has every 
individual the privilege of voting, 
but he also may hold office him- 
self. He himself may become a 
legislator. Rich or poor, high or 
low, he may reach the highest 
place in the government. All are 
equal before the law. Now the 
Constitution has passed the experi- 
mental stage. It has become a fix 
ture in the American people's mind 
and a worthy model for other na- 
tions to follow 

As long as the American Consti- 
tution lives, the American nation 
will live. So let us strive, young 
Americans, to retain that liberty 
which our forefathers guaranteed 
us in the Constitution of the United 
States of America and to defend 
and uphold it with all possible re- 
sources, even with our lives, if nec- 
essary, for a man can die no nobler 
death than for his country and 
Constitution, which guarantees him 
so much,

At most a 
solar eclipse can last no more than 
about seven minutes, so that this 
year’s phenomenon is important be- 
cause of its duration. Sumatra, 
Moreover, will have the distinction 
ef witnessing a total solar eclipse 
for the third time this century.

| been drawn closer, by a measurable 
and predictable amount. It was dur 
ing the eclipse of 1919 that relativity 
was thus experimentally verified for 
the first time 

Astronomers are not wholly 
fied with Einstein’s formulas, 
the apparent shifting of the stars is 
not quite in accordance with the 
formulas Hence nearly all the ex- 
peditions will test the Einstein view 
more thoroughly than ever before. 

The mystery of the pearly corona, 
seen only during the fleeting seconds 
of a total eclipse, is still unsolved 
Accordingly batteries of instruments 
will be turned upon it and scores of 
photographs will be made. Some of 
these instruments are comparatively 
new; at least they have not been ap-

plied in corona photography. Pro- 
fessor Stetson of Harvard, for ex-

‘DEFICIENCIES’ FOUND 
IN EINSTEIN THEORY 


Prof. Wiener of M. I. T., in 
Article, Says Scientist Admitted 
Conclasions Were ‘Tentative.’ 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., May 3.—Cer- 
tain deficiencies in the Einstein 
theory published last January have 
been detected by mathematicians at | 
Massachusetts Institute of Technol- 
ogy. according to a copyrighted arti- | 
cle by Dr. Norbert Wiener, Assistant 
Professor of Mathematics, published 
in the May issue of The Technology 
Review. 

Dr. Wiener in his paper not only 
disposes of some current misconcep- 
tions about Dr. Einstein's work, but 
he also places it in proper perspec- | 
tive with other current work in| 
mathematical phvsics. His commen- | 





}tary takes on added significance be- 


cause the deficiencies which he and 
his colleague, Dr. Manual 8S. Vallar- 
ta, have pointed out have been rec- 
ognized by Einstein and discussed 
by him in a recent letter to them. 

“The publicity given to the Janu- 
ary paper,’’ Dr. Wiener writes, ‘‘led 
one to believe that this is the manu- | 
script of Einstein instead of a man- | 
uscript of Einstein. I may say that 
no word of Professor Einstein has | 
ever lent color to that notion. His! 
paper is but one of a series of which 
it is neither the first nor the last, 
not in any notable way distinguished 
from the others. 

‘Einstein has recognized itS con- 
clusion as tentative and has now re- 
placed it by a piece of work which 
in his estimation goes far beyond 
We have this on the basis of direct 
advices from Professor Einstein him- 
self. His correspondence bears the 
tone of scholarly dignity and mag- 
nanimity."’ 

Evidently referring to Cardinal 
O'Connell's recent criticism of the 
Einstein theory, Dr. Wiener writes: 

“The pretended incomprehensibil- 
itv of the Einstein theory has been 
used as capital by professional anti- 
Einsteinians. These have had a re- 
cent recruit in a churchman of 
prominence who has made his ina- 
bility to understand it sufficient 
cause to utter a warning to the lay- 
man not to be misled by such tempt- 
ing obscurities. 

“Without prejudice to the cause of 
religion, I may remark that theolog- 
i¢al discussions have not at all times 
been distinguished by their character 
of lucidity.”

On motion of Jacob A. Visel, coun 
sel for Styles, a stay of execution of 
sentence for a week was granted bv 
Judge Adel. Mr. Visel asked for a

United States Chamber of 
Commerce Also Urges Repeal 


of Origins Clause. 


BUTTERWORTH RE-ELECTED 


J. H. Barnes of New York Chosen

WASHINGTON, May 3.—Resolu- 
tions endorsing the Federal Reserve 
Board’s work and favoring repeal of 
the national origins clause of the im 
migration act were adopted by the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States at the concluding session of 

its annual meeting here today. 

William Butterworth, president of 
the John Deere Farm Implement 
Company of Moline, Ill., was re-elect- 
ed president of the chamber, and 
Julius H. Barnes of the Barnes- 
Ames Company of New York City 
was chosen chairman of the board of 
directors. 

The resolution expressing confi- 
dence in the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem urged business men of the coun- 
try to cooperate with the system to 
the utmost. 

It stressed the recent problems of 
eredit, and, referring to increased 
speculation, suggested that issuance 
of new securities be proportioned ac- 
cording to the ability of the market 
to absorb the new issues. 


“Recognizes New Problem."’ 


“The Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States recognizes the new 
problem of finance and credit and 
the difficulty of preserving an ord- 
erly balance under these conditions,’’ 
the resolution said. ‘‘Stable curren- 
cies abroad are desirable for indus- 
try, labor and agriculture here. 
Corporate financing has developed 
recent trends toward common stock 
issues. 

‘‘Large security trading naturally 
results from the increasing number 
of our people with new margms of 
savings seeking investment, but the 
capacity of the country to quickly 
absorb new security issues should 
be carefully weighed. 

‘‘Basic industries, especially the 
smaller units of manufacture, distri- 
bution and agriculture, should not 
be burdened with unusually high in- 
terest rates resulting from security 
excess. The chamber has confidence 
in the Federal Reserve System and 
its adaptability to new conditions and 
holds that the system is entitled to 
the utmost cooperation.”’ 

The resolution favoring repeal of 
the national origins clause came 
after debate at previous sessions, 
which was marked yesterday by op- 
position to the declaration by Repre- 
sentative Albert Johnson, chairman 
of the House Committee on Immigra- 
tion, and Elon H. Hooker of New 
York. Representative Johnson had 
announced that he favored complete 
shutting off of immigration. When 
the resolution was submitted at the 
general session today it was adopted 
unanimously. 

The origins clause will go into 
effect on July 1, unless the present 
special session takes action to re- 
peal it. 

President Hoover favors repeal, but 
he was compelled to set the plan 
forth in a proclamation following a 
ruling from the ttorney General 
that such action was mandatory. In 
supporting the President’s stand the 
Chamber resolution said, in part: 

‘This so-called national origins pro- 
vision of the immigration act of 1924 
purposes to limit immigration from 
the Old World countries to about 

- 150,000, as compared with the 164,667 
at present admissible, and to allow 
an annual quota to any nationality 
equal to a number which bears the 
same ratio to 150,000 as the number 
of people living here in 1920 having 
that nationality bears to the total 
number of our inhabitants. 

“This provision has been twice 
postponed by Congress in the face of 
problems, as yet unsolved, connected 
with the developments of a satisfac- 
tory plan for accurate determination 
of the racial content of the country. 


Holds Change Would Be Mistake. 


“Tt would be a mistake, in our 
Opinion, to disrupt the adjustments 
which have been made under the 


actual operation of the law to date, 
and by changing the basis of present 
quotas unnecessarily to stir up racial 
antagonisms. We, therefore, recom- 
mend the repeal of the national 
origins provision of the immigration 
law of 1924 and urge the continuance 
of the quota limit system 
operation, based on 2 per cent of 
foreign-born living here in 1890.’ 

In another resolution the chamber 
pledged its support to the President 
and the government in ‘‘every effort 
toward suppression of war as an 
instrument of national policy,’’ and 
endorsed the principles of the Treaty 
of Paris and ‘‘the inspiring pro- 
posais, consistent with that treaty 
which have been presented in behalf 
of our government for the effective 
reduction of armaments.’ 

The resolution on ulture ad 
vocated equality in tariff protection 
for that industry with other forms of 
industry and added that ‘‘the enact- 
ment of a great project of legisla- 
tion in the interest of agriculture ap- 
pears imminent.”’

ALLOWS PROSPECTING 
ON CLEAR OIL SURVEYS 


Secretary Wilbur Acts on Recom- 
mendation Concerning Pend- 
ing Claims. 


Special to The New York Time 8, 

WASHINGTON, May 3.—In carry- 
ing out President Hoover's oil con- 
servation policy, Secretary Wilbur, 
on recommendation of the commit- 
tee of the Department of the In- 
terior, which has had under consid- 
eration pending claims, has ordered 
that where clear and definite evi- 
dence is filed showing that proper 
geological surveys had been con- 
cluded, applications may be granted 
to prospect in oil and gas. He also 
ordered that permits issued may be 
extended. 

The Secretary's action was taken 
after the departmental committee 
had made a recommendation con- 
cerning possible equities in oil and 
gas cases where adequate geological 
surveys had been carried on The 
recommendation which Mr. Wilbur 
approved follows: 

‘We recommend that in all cases 
where clear and definite evidence is 
filed showing substantial expendi- 
tures for reliable geological surveys 
upon the lands embraced in oil and 
gas applications and permits, or 
groups of applications upon the same 
structure or where the structure is 
not clearly defined upon the surface, 
within an area not exceeding six 
miles square as provided in existing 
regulations, that the same be re- 
garded as a sufficient equitable basis 
for the allowance of the applications 
pending on March 12, 1929, and is- 
suance of permits thereon, or where 
permits have already been issued and 
requests for extension are timely 
filed, that it be regarded as suf- 
ficient equitable ground for exten- 
sion of such permits

‘While Secretary of the Treasury 
I remained the senior member of my 
law firm and an active producer of 
farm products of many kinds, which 
made me interested in trade and 
commerce, and during the five years 
of my incumbency I acquired a half 
interest in a co-partnership and be- 
came the largest stockholder in a 
corporation, both producers and, 
therefore, both interested in State 
and interstate commerce, but I was 
careful not to violate the time-hon- 
ored statute which prohibits the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury from being 
directly or indirectly interested in 
the business of trade or commerce.”

Assistant District Attorney Alex 
ander Lehman, through questioning 
of Stanley Jahoda, acting treasurer 
of the club, and Charles R. Range- 
ley, co-creator of the club movement 
with Walter J. Pierce, who 
appeared March when he was 
forced to resign because he had a 
police record, learned that, although 
the membership subscriptions ap- 
proxirnated $46,000, all but $9,142 of 
the money had been expended in 
“overhead’’ in the less than three 
months of the club's existence 

Most of this information was re- 
vealed in a report submitted to the 
prosecutor by Jahoda, which showed 
that about $33,000 had been paid out 
to the club’s twelve solicitors in 
“‘commissions”’ and of the $9,000 now 
in two banks about $1,500 is still to 
be deducted for additional commis- 
sions to solicitors. 

Rangeley and Jahoda have been 
active with Hans F. Freece, the at 
torney and executive secretary of 
the club project, in the organization 
headquarters at 11 West Forty-sec- 
ond Street. Mr. Freece was exam- 
ined on Thursday. More witnesses, 
including some of the four stenog- 
raphers and others of the office staff. 
are to be examined when the in-| 
quiry is resumed next Monday.

Traces Pierce’s Activities. 

Mr. Lehman, in questioning Rangely 
dwelt on the witness's 
relation with Pierce, who had posed 
as a university graduate, it was 
said, when he solicited subscrip- 
tions. The witness said that he met 
Pierce in Chicago about six vears 
age, and when he learned last March 
that Pierce had served a term in 
Sing Sing on his conviction in Gen 
eral Sessions in 1923 on a stock theft 
charge, “it came like a bolt from 
the blue sky.”’ 

Soon after the men became ac- 
quainted, Rangeley went on, Range- 
ley conceived the idea of starting 
what he described as a ‘‘collegiate 
club” in Chicago. 

“He told me today that that move- 
ment was such a financial success 
that a site for the club was bought 
some time ago, and the last he heard 
of the matter was that those at the 
head of the movement were about 
to start the construction of a elub 
house from the membership sub 
scription money he and Pierce had 
left behind,’’ Mr. Lehman said. 

“Rangeley explained that they 
worked on a 25 per cent commission 
basis from the membership contri- 
butions, and the proposed American 
University Club membership drive in 
this city was being conducted almost 
identically along the same lines as 
the Chicago project. 

‘‘He said that less than six months 
ago, after he and Pierce had finished 
with the Chicago club, they came to 
this city to make a ‘survey’ for put- 
ting over a_e similar movement. 
Rangeley told me that Pierce, who 
was the organizer of the project, had 
learned that there are approximately 
150,000 university graduates in this 
city who are without club connection 
and who would offer a good field for 
a club movement of the kind.

“But they were without funds to 
organize this movement, Ranzelev

The balance 
necessary has not been forthcoming | 
through gifts, and it was deemed 
advisable to take the remainder of 
the money from the Harvard Ath- 
Jetic Asscciation surplus, which now 
is almost $500,900. 


Refuse to Release Money.

Placed on Secure Footing.

A study of the financial status of 
the Harvard Athletic Association 
curing the past ten years shows that 
during this period the association 
has been placed on a secure footing. 
Each year there has been a large 
surplus, which has been devoted to 
various purposes. Sums of moncy 
which have accumulated have been 
given over to reclaiming swampy 
areas on Soldiers Field and the es- 
tablishment of several new football 
fields for interclass and interdormi- 
tory footoall. 


In addition, the sum of $55,000 has 
been devoted to building 20 addi- 
tional tennis courts on the plot of 
land behind the Harvard Business 
School, and also for the construction 


of a cinder track, and polo and la-| 
crosse fields on this piece of land. 

It is estimated that about $10,000,- 
000 is needed for the endowment of 
athletics, as the yearly budgets | 
range from $500,000 to $600,000 and 
that about 50 years will be needed | 
to obtain this endowment from ath-| 
letic association surpluses unless | 
outside gifts for this purpose are 
forthcoming.

agrees with Judge Landis up to a certain extent. He 
doesn't approve of it, but he says that all major 
league owners may be driven to it. 

“Sure, it hurts minor league baseball,’”’ said the Yan- 
kee magnate, “but what are we going to do? We're 
allowed only eight optional players. Everybody knows 
that covering up has been going on to avoid that rule. 
No major league club can get along these days with 
eight optional players. If the minors won't allow us 
more optional players, we'll have to buy our own 
minor league clubs of various classes. We can put our 
men out with these clubs and be sure of getting them 
pack.” 

How did the majors come to agree with the minors 
on the limit of eight optional players? 

“Tt was eight or nine years ago, and it was a foolish 
thing. They should have known better. I signed it, 
but at that time I was comparatively new in handling 
baseball matters, and I would have signed anything 
the others told me was right. I didn’t even know 
what an optional player was. If they had put the limit 
at one or a hundred, it would have been all the same 
to me. But now I know better. It cost me plenty to 
find it out. We should be allowed at least fifteen 
players out on option; then we might get by without 
having to go into the chain-store business and pos- 
sibly spoil much of the natural rivalry and competition 
in the minor leagues.”’ 


How It Works. 


“Here's the point,”’ said the colonel. 
own a minor league club that is fighting for the pen- 
nant in its league. If we needed any of their players 
for Yankees, we would grab them right away, 
and the fans in that minor league town, looking for- 
ward to a pennant, might see their favorites skid into 
the second division. That might help the Yankees, 
but in the long run it would hurt baseball.’”’ 

Just how much ‘covering up”’ is going on? 

“Well, each major league club is allowed forty play- 
ers up to June 15, isn’t it? All right. After that, 
twenty-five on the club and eight out on option. All 
forty of those players represent investments by pur- 
chase, trade or development. Seven are lopped off 
overnight. What becomes of them? Figure it out for 
yourself. Is a man just going to wave good-bye to 
$10,000 and maybe more?’’ 

‘“‘And another thing,’’ said the Yankee owner, warm- 
ing up to his subject, ‘‘it hurts the players as much 
as it hurts the major league clubs. Because they 
would be lost to the club if sent out a third year, 
many players are kept sitting on major league benches, 
getting no chance to play, when they ought to be out 
in a Class AA league working every day, improving 
themselves and building up a reputation. Say that a 
fellow comes to me about his salary. He has been 
sitting on the bench all year. Hasn't done a thing. 
What argument has he for a raise in salary. But if he 
showed by starring in a Class AA league that he was 
a great player, I'd have to give him a raise in salary, 
and he'd have a much better chance of breaking into 
our regular Jine-up.’’ 

The plain truth is that all major league cubs try 
to evade the rule as it now reads. A change in con- 
has forced it on them.

WILL BE SURVEYED 


Stomatologists to Study Den- 
tists’ Incomes and the 
Service They Render. 


TO LAUNCH OWN JOURNAL 


Mouth Charge Their 
Views Are Shut Out of the Press

The American Society of Stomatol- 
ogists, dentists who consider their 
profession a specialized branch of 
medicine and believe that dental ed- 
ucation should be preceded by a full 
course at a medical school, asserted 
yesterday at its annual meeting that 
its views are shut out of the dental 
press of the country. To meet this 
alleged condition it announced the 


publication this Summer of a journal 


of its own. The meeting was at the 


office of Dr. John C. R. Milano, 40 
East Fifty-first Street, and was fol- 
lowed by a night session at the Hotel 
McAlpin.

the organization, that the 
idea of a ‘‘mouth specialist,’’ anal- 


ogous to that of the eye specialist, 
if put into practice, would tend to 
lower the cost of dental care to the 
public, ‘‘which now has to go to ten) 
specialists to get its mouth put in 
shape.’’ For those now practicing, 
he said, they advocate post-graduate 
work in medicine, but they want, 
after obtaining sufficient support, to 
get the laws changed to enforce 
their aims. 

“The dental schools, 
parts of universities, have no rea- 
son to oppose the change,’’ he as- 
serted. ‘‘It is the vested interests in 
dentistry that are behind the oppo- 
sition to teaching the future dentist 
first in the medical school before he 
enters the dental school, a _ total 
course of six years. But they will 
not oppose a seven-year course in} 
dentistry as long as it is given in 
the dental school alone. In the 
dental school the profession is not 
on a medical-scientific basis, be- 
cause it is taught independently of 
medical science. There are 500,000 
people employed today directly or 
indirectly in producing things needed 
for the professional—tools, chairs 
and the like. The profession itself

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MR. AYRES ON THE CREDIT 
SITUATION. 


The remarks of Mr. LEONARD 
AYRES to the National Chamber of 
Commerce, in regard to the “ invisi- 
ble banking system” that in his 
view is creating the paramount 
credit-market problem of the day, 
emphasize considerations that have 
been in the minds of all ‘serious 
financiers. At the end of 1925, 
loans on stock and bond collateral 
by other than banking institutions 
slightly exceeded $500,000,000. This 
was itself a fairly substantial sum. 
At the end of 1927, however, they 
had risen to $1,000,000,000; at the 
climax of stock market speculation 
jas. March, they had reached nearly 
$3,000,000,000. 

The plan of withdrawing com- 
pany funds from bank deposits and 
lending them directly on the Stock 
Exchange was not new. It at- 
tracted attention as long ago as the 
tight-money period at the beginning 
of 1906. Bank loans to the excited 
speculative markets of that day had 
brought the percentage of reserves 
to bank deposits below the banking 
law’s requirements: the result was, 
not that credit to speculators was 
curtailed, but that business com- 
panies drew out their bank deposits 
to lend for their own account on the 
Stock Exchange. There was no 
more talk of a “ deficit in reserves.” 
No reserve whatever was required 
against these loans; the lending 
companies were not governed by the 
provisions which a century of ex- 
perience had built up around use of 
credit by the banks. Applied, as it 
then was, on a small scale com- 
pared with its present application, 
the results of the expedient re- 
sembled those of today chiefly from 
the fact that in 1906, as in 1929, 
such use of company credit failed 


entirely to relieve the money strain. ' 


On the contrary, access to new 
and uncontrolled sources of credit 
spurred up the speculative market 
to such excitement that the call- 
money rate went to 40 per cent in 
the ensuing Autumn and the rate 
for collateral time loans to 10. The 
sequel on the present occasion has 
been exactly similar. 

Mr. AYRES points out with frank- 
ness the perils of the practice. Him- 
self a banker, he does not base his 
criticism on the mere fact that the 
legitimate field of banking credit 
has been invaded. He does not dis- 
pute the ordinary right of com- 
panies or individuals lend out 
their temporarily idle funds. But 
he insists that, when the practice 
is in the manner and on the scale 
of the present day, there is created 
a new form of banking business 
which is conducted on a prodigious 
scale without control or supervision, 
without public inspection, and with- 
out the slightest

WHEAT AND FREIGHT RATES. 


Senator CAprer of Kansas has 
been seeking to compel the rail- 
roads by law to reduce their rates 
for carrying wheat. While he was 
threatening compulsion, President 
HOOVER resorted to _ persuasion. 
After a number of Eastern railway 
executives had held conferences in 
Washington they agreed voluntarily 
to reduce the rate on export wheat 
anywhere from 2 to 5 cents a bushel, 
depending upon the point of ship- 
ment. This decrease will be tem- 
porary, and cannot, of course, go 
into effect at all without the con- 
Sent of the Interstate Commerce 
But this ‘doubtless 
will be given readily, since there is 
to be no permanent dislocation of 
the rate structure and since the rail- 
roads themselves declare that they 
feel forced to act in face of “an 
“emergency of national propor- 
“ tions.” 

This consists of the large surplus 
of exportable wheat that has been 
carried over and which, the railroad 
executives declare, is in need of 
“every possible aid” in order to re- 
move it from this country. On top 
of this surplus wheat is the prospect 
of an ‘abnormally large” crop the 
present season. Once more the ef- 
forts of the government at Wash- 
ington to induce the wheat farmers 
of the United States to cut down 
their planted area have failed. Each 
wheat-grower hopes that his neigh- 
bor will seed fewer acres, but he 
himself does not think of doing it. 
How great the advantages of lower 
freight rates on wheat going to for- 
eign markets will prove to be can- 
not yet be told. The Canadian rail- 
roads, which also have a large sur- 
plus of wheat to carry, will =‘ 
meet any cut on our side of the 
line. But at least the fact has been 
established that the American rail- 
road executives have shown a dis- 
position to cooperate with the ad- 
ministration at Washington. It 
an illustration of the _ favorite 
method of Mr. Hoover, often acted 
upon when he was Secretary of 
Commerce.

TRANSIT PROSPECTS. 


Renewal of negotiations with the 
B. M. T. is encouraging both as an 
earnest of continued good-will and 
as proof that the failure of the 
Transit efforts at 
Albany is no bar to unification. So 
far as the Brooklyn company is con- 
cerned, progress has been made 
since the publication of Mr. UNTER- 
MYER'S first report in September, 
1927. A chapter in the report was 
entitled ‘‘ Why Purchase of B. M. T. 
Impossible.”” Prompt recapture was 
set forth as the city’s only recourse. 
“No alternative has been suggested 
and I can see none.” Yet in response 
to public protest at the proposed dis- 
memberment of the B. M. T. Mr. 
UNTERMYER managed to discover an 
alternative and has been so success- 
ful in exploiting it that for months 
past he and the officials of the com- 
pany, with Chairman DELANEY spur- 
ring them on, have had their heads 
together over a revised plan.

Until this week no such progress 
could be recorded in the case of the 
Interborough, except for the helpful 
decision of the Supreme Court in 
the seven-cent fare case.

“ opposed to further efforts to coax, 
‘humor or cajole the Interborough 
“into the unification plan.” He

LEGAL AID FOR THE POOR. 


In the annual report of the Legal 
Aid Society—-a report thoroughly 
calm, painstaking and restrained 
is matter to make the blood of citi- 
zens less judicially minded boil. The 
society is to be cangratulated on the 
excellent work done in obtaining 
justice for those who cannot afford 
to pay lawyers, and it should be en- 
couraged in every way to extend its 
labors in the directions pointed out 
in the report. Not only is a wide 
variety of cases handled, touching 
American citizens in all parts of this 
country and sometimes in foreign 
lands, but questionable practices and 
leficiencies in laws and court pro- 
cedure are pointed out as they are 
brought to the notice of attorneys 
giving aid to the poor. 

Many of the society's clients are 
unfamiliar with our language, and 
most of them know little or nothing 
about our legal methods. They are 
usually amenable to the customary 
suggestion of the society to keep out 
of court. Whenever possible the 
parties to a dispute are brought to- 
gether and every effort is made to- 
ward conciliation and adjustment. 
Many matrimonial cases cannot be 
settled satisfactorily except in court, 
and nearly 3,000 of these alone were 
handled last year. A new policy is 
to consider a husband's claims, when 
meritorious, as fully as those of a 
wife. The society has found some 
difficulty in gaining the same treat- 
ment for husbands as for wives.| 
“My representative has been ap-

“ney with expression of pained sur~ 
“prise that the Legal Aid Society 
“should appear in behalf of hus- 
“bands in matrimonial actions.” Ht} 
is amusing to learn that the men are} 
more verbose and have less accurate 
memories than the women. They 
want to give every detail of their | 
past matrimonial experience, and 
are much harder than the women to 
confine to relevant matters. 

Among the more distressing cases 
are those of persons with small 
claims for money, particularly for 
wages. The State has recognized 
the unquestioned right of a man to 
be paid for his labor by allowing 
the arrest of a person failing to pay 
a judgment obtained for wages. That 
some officers have nullified this pro- 
vision by refusing to enforce it is 
pointed out by the society. Its com- 
plaint in a specific case of this sort 
was taken up by the Board of Jus- 
tices of the Municipal Court and the 
hardship to which the wage earner 
was subjected by delay in collection 
of his just dues no longer exists. It 
also complained of the neglect of 
some of our City Marshals in collect- 
ing wage earners’ judgments, and its 
report praises Mayor WALKER for 
his action in dealing with those 
found to be inefficient or downright 
dishonest.

With Unions Intolerable, 
Plan for “Show-Down.” 


MEET LABOR CHIEFS TODAY 


Ending of Sympathetic Strikes 
on Electrical Work Will 
Be Demanded. 


UNIONS MINIMIZE MOVE 


Believe That With $300,000,000 of 
Construction Involved Drastic 
Action Will Be Avoided. 


The advisability of locking out 125,- 
000 mechanics and helpers in the 
building trades as a method of end- 
ing a situation regarded as intoler- 
able by the Building Trades Em- 
ployers Association, will be _ dis- 
cussed at a meeting of the Board 
of Governors of the association on 
Monday, it was reported yesterday. 

A ‘‘snowdown" meeting between 


the executive committee of the 
Building Trades Council, represent- 
ing the mechanics, and the execu- 


tive committee of the employers will 
be held at the employers association, 
2 Park Avenue, at 10 A. M. today. 

At the meeting today the com- 
mittees will discuss the sympathetic 
strikes called in the last few days by 
the Building Trades Council in sup- 
port of Electrical Workers Union, 
Local 3. The employers will prob- 
ably demand that the union officers 
call off the sympathetic strikes and 
order the mechanics involved to re- 
turn to work 

A lockout would imperil $300,000, 
000 of construction work under way 
or planned in this city. 

“I am not saying there is going 
to be a lockout,”’ said C. G. Norman, 
chairman of the Board of Governors 
of the Buiiding Trades Employers 
Association. ‘‘I am not a prophet 
but I am praying that the necess'ty 
for a lockout may be avoided.”’ 

The meeting this morning was 
called after a talk between Mr. Nor- 
man and John Halkett, president of 
the Building Trades Council, in the 
course of which Mr. Norman re- 
quested that the men who went out 
on the sympathetic strikes should be 
crdered back. The agreement be- 
tween the two bodies calls for no 
eympathetic strikes and for the em- 
ployment of union men by the em- 
ployers. Where the unions cannot 
supply men the employers are left 
free to employ their own. It was 
under this clause that electrical con- 
tractors have manned their jobs with 
men not. in the union ranks. 

Mr. Halkett was not reached yes- 
terday.

Adding to the critical situation in 
the building trades is the support 
that, it is understood, is being of- 
fered by other mechanics to the 
striking teamsters and chauffeurs of 


firms in the Masons’ Material Deal- 
ers Association. On several jobs, it 
was reported, mechanics refused to 
handle material delivered by team- 
sters not affiliated with Local 816 of 
the Brotherhood of Teamsters, head- 
ed by Martin Lacey. 

Mr. Lacey, it was said, had been 
assured by prominent officers of the 
bricklayers’ union that they sympa- 
thize with his strike and that the 
union would support him one hun- 
dred per cent. 

Meetings of the various locals of 
the bricklayers’ union will be held 
Monday and Tuesday and the ques- 
tion of supporting the teamsters will 
be decided.

Devery’s associates believed that 
he was well-to-do when he and his 
title were legislated out of the Police 
Department, and that in his sub- 
sequent real estate operations at Far 
Rockaway and elsewhere he had in- 
creased his fortune. They remem- 
bered yesterday that on one occasion 
in 1902 Devery bought real estate 
worth $377,800 and a month later 
paid off a mortgage of $261,800, and 
thought possibly that before his 
death he had transferred valuable 
holdings to his wife. It was learned, 
however, that Mrs. Devery’s estate 
amounted to only $9,595 gross and 
$6,218 net, when it was appraised in 
November, 1927. 

The schedules yesterday indicated 
that the former police head's realty 
ventures absorbed rather than in- 
creased the money he had left after 
running for Mayor of New York on 
an independent ticket in 1903 under 
the emblem of “The Pump,” as 
Devery’s headquarters at Twenty- 
eighth Street and Eighth Avenue 
were called. He maintained the 
Tammany leadership of the Eleventh 
District for a time, and later dabbled 
in politics in Far Rockaway, where 
it was once proposed to run him for 
Mayor. Several realty holdings in 
Manhattan were listed, but they were 

}so heavily mortgaged that Mrs. 
Devery only saved them by the use 
of her own funds, and the estate 
accordingly had no equity. 

Devery’s generosity was well known 
to all his associates, as was also his 
fondness for racing, which made him 
almost a regular attendant at the 
races here and at Saratoga and else- 
where. Although for years he paid 
part of his salary into the police 
pension fund, a pension was denied 
him when he was legislated from 
office. When the Legislature ten 
years later voted him $3,000 a year 
the late Mayor Gaynor vetoed the 
measure on the ground that the ac- 
tion was belated.

F, L. Stuart Says Hudson Span 
Is Impractical With Clearance 
of More Than 175 Feet. 


HIGHEST FUNNELS 156 FEET 


Only 11 Ships Have Masts Rising 
Above 170 Feet and 32 Above 
160 Feet, He Asserts. 


The status of the $180,000,000 rail- 
way and highway bridge privately 
projected across the Hudson River 
at Fifty-seventh Street. was defined 
here yesterday by Francis Lee 
Stuart, consulting engineer of 
North River Bridge Company, on his 
return from conferences in Washing- 
ton with Major Gen. Edgar Jad- 
win, chief of engineers of the United 
States Army, upon whose approval 
the fate of the project now depends. 

Mr. Stuart said proposals of a sub- 
way loop connecting the bridge ter- 
minal with the Pennsylvania and 
Grand Central Terminals and the 
Hudson Tubes, and consideration of 
the effect of commuter service on 
real estate values or the details of 
traffic routing or financing arrange- 
ments were all, as he expressed it, 
‘‘just conversation until we get the 
height of the bridge fixed by the 


War Department and know whether 
we can get the New York end down 
to the ground or not.’’ 

‘We can’t approach anybody for 
a definite commitment until the War 
Department fixes the clearance at 
which we will be permitted to con- 
struct the bridge over the high tide 


level,’’ Mr. Stuart said, ‘‘because if 
it is fixed at 200 feet, it precludes 
the use of the bridge by the rail- 
roads 


‘“‘We had all the railroads actively 
interested in it at the height of 150 
feet set in our original application 
in 1923,’’ he continued. ‘‘At 175 feet 
the railroads coming to the Jersey 
side are still, in the phrase author- 
ized by the Baltimore & Ohio rail- 
roal, ‘interested observers,’ but at 
200 feet the project will be too high 
for them, and it will cost too much 
for the uses which remain, 

“The last twenty-five feet which 
the War Department wanted to add 
to the height of 175 feet, would finish 
us. As a matter of fact, 175 feet is 
so definitely the limiting height that 
another five feet would be just as 
impractical as twenty-five more." 


The attitude of Major Gen. Jad- 
win, as reported yesterday from 
Washington, did not surprise Mr. 
Stuart. ‘The General's point,’’ he 
said, ‘‘is to make the bridge height 
at least 200 feet in order to keep 
the channel open for the largest 


liners, but we maintain that a height 
of 175 feet is ample and that there 
isn't proper room for them up- 
stream anyway compared with all 
the space from Fifty-seventh Street 
to Sandy Hook.” 

‘It seems to reduce to a question 
of masthead height,’’ Mr. Stuart 
continued, ‘‘although there are only 
eleven ships in the world that have 
masts reaching higher than 170 feet 
and only thirty-two reaching higher 
than 160 feet. Masts can be equipped 


with telescoping devices for about 
$3.000 a ship. As for steamer fun- 
nels, the highest funnels in the 


world now rise to 156 feet, and it is 
a fact of marine design that fun- 
nels are being built lower.”’

Announcement was made yesterday 
by the Progressive, Political League 
that it had authorized James Mason, 
its chairman, to confer with polit- 


ical and civic bodies in an effort to 
pick candidates for an anti-Tam- 
many city ticket. The league, 


which has permanent headquarters 
at 255 East Seventy-second Street, 
until recently had headquarters with 
the Better City Government Com- 
mittee, the Hylan political organiza- 
tion, at 11 West Forty-second Street. 
Upon the withdrawal of its officers 
from the Hylan movement it opened 
campaign headquarters in the Cadil- 
lac Hotel, Broadway and Forty-third 
Street. 

Mr. Mason said that the proposed 
city convention of the league, at 
which it had been proposed to place 
former Mayor John F. Hylan in 
nomination for Mayor, had been 
postponed to await expected develop- 
ments in a fusion movement. It 
originally had been intended to hold 
this convention in the Grand Ball- 
room of the Hotel Astor on May l4é. 

Mr. Mason said that the league had 
not decided on any candidate, but 
that he believed that conditions were 
favorable for a fusion movement. 
He added that he knew of a number 
of political and civic bodies which 
would be willing to join in a fusion 
conference. 


Friends of Thomas C. Desmond, 
former president of the New York 
Young Republican Club, have been 
working recently to put him forward 
as a candidate for the fusion nomi- 
nation for Mayor. Mr. Desmond, 
who is an engineer and head of a 
construction company, is now on a 
trip to South America. His sup- 
porters have put forward the argu- 
ment that the nomination of a busi- 
ness man and an engineer would ap- 
peal to the independents. 

Mr. Desmond's friends also have 
expressed belief, it was said, that a 
Republican should be selected to 
head the fusion ticket, on the ground 
that, if a Democrat should be se- 
lected by the party leaders, he would 
be almost certain to encounter op- 
position in the Republican primaries, 
with a chance that he would be de- 
feated for the Republican nomina- 
tion, which is essential for the suc- 
cess of any fusion movement. In- 
formation has been received that, if 
no other Republican should appear, 
William M. Bennett, who defeated 
tne late John Purroy Mitchel for 
the Republican nomination for 
Mayor in 1917, would run for the 
Republican nomination for Mayor 
against a Democrat. 

Charles C. Lockwood, chairman of 
the Kings County Republican Com- 
mittee, urged immediate action last 
night on the proposal for an unoffi 
cial Republican convention this Sum- 
mer as a possible step toward fusion 
in the coming Mayoralty campaign.

Says Loss of Job Was Threatened. 


Asked by Mr. Conroy if the state- | 


ment was true Mr. McGuiness said 
he wrote it at the insistence of Mr. 


Suraci. He declared he never saw 
any unauthorized person take any 
gasoline or oil. 

Asked why he swore to a false 
affidavit, Mr. McGuiness_ replied: 
“‘Mr. Suraci told me that if I didn't 
sign the paper I would be fired.’ 

Justice Tompkins turned to Mr. 
McGuiness and inquired, ‘‘Did you 
know, then, that this statement was 
not true when you signed it?’’ The 
witness nodded in the affirmative 
and repeated that he was coerced 
into signing. 

‘Do you realize the seriousness of 
the charge you are making against 


Suraci?’’ queried Mr. Conroy. The 
witness answered, ‘‘Yes."’ 
“If this man’s story is true,’’ com- 


mented Justice Tompkins, ‘‘it is sub- 
ornation of perjury. I want Suraci 
here in court Monday.’’ Turning to 
McGuiness, he said, ‘‘And I want 
you here also.”’ 

Mr. Suraci, referring to the testi- 
mony of McGuinness, said last night: 

“I was not alone when McGuiness 
made his statement and McGuiness 
did not know me until after his 
statement had been completed. I'll 
be in court on Monday. That’s all I 
have to say now.”’ 

Three other witnesses who pre- 
ceded McGuiness recanted §state- 
ments they made at the earlier in- 
vestigation of graft in the Street 
Cleaning Department. Each of these 
witnesses had been quoted as say- 
ing he had knowledge of gasoline, oil 


and materials being taken away 
from municipal-owned garages by 


private individuals. 

Their testimony revealed, however, 
that none of these witnesses swore 
to his original statement. When 
asked by Mr. Conroy if their orig- 
inal statements were true, the an- 
swers in each instance were that 
they misunderstood. They said gaso- 
line had been pumped into private 
cars, but these cars were used on 
municipal business by borough em- 
ployes 

One of these witnesses, John P 
Meyer, a pump man at the Steinway 
Avenue garage, Astoria, said his 
Statement to Fritz Brieger, former 
superintendent of street cleaning in 
Queens, several months ago, that 
private individuals took municipal 
gasoline, was ‘‘made under pres- 
sure.’’ He said he had been threat- 
ened by Mr. Brieger. He denied 
that any one except those authorized 
had received gasoline or oil or had 
had their automobiles repaired at 
the Steinway Avenue garage. 
William Rieb and Patrick Calla- 
han, employed at the garage at Van 
Dam Street, Long Island City, also 
denied they ever stated that gaso- 
line and oil had been dealt out at this 
garage to any one except those au- 


thorized to take such supplies. Re- 
peated questions by Mr. Conroy 
failed to make them change their 


testirnony. 
Brieger’s Car is Mentioned. 


The testimony of Hans Thompson, 
a pumper at the Glendale garage 
broke the monotony of the session 
when he testified that several times 
he pumped gasoline into the automo- 
bile owned by Mr. Brieger. 

The witness was asked by Mr. Con- 
roy if it was not true that Mr. 
3rieger was using his own car on 
municipal business while Commis- 
sioner of Street Cleaning. The wit- 
ness answered in the affirmative. 

George Allen, chief clerk in the 
Street Cleaning Department, read 
from a compilation of figures as to 
the receipt and disbursement of ges- 
oline at various municipal garages in 
Queens. The figures caused frequent

$595,233,842 were collected on the

Massachusetts and New York were 
the only States without a gasoline 
tax last year. Massachusetts has 
Since imposed a tax of 2 cents per 
gallon, effective Jan. 1, and New 
York a 2-cent tax, effective May 1. 
Che figures include the tax collect- 
ed in Illinois during January, 1928, 
only, as the law providing for the 
State’s 2-cent tax was held invalid 
on Feb. 24. 1928. The Illinois Legis- 
lature, however, has passed a new 
law providing for a 3-cent tax effec- 
tive Aug. 1. Then all of the States 
will have followed the lead of Ore- 
gon and Colorado, which, ten years 
ago, were the first to impose a gaso- 
line tax.

Rate Changes During the Year. 

Changes in the rate of taxation 
were effected in four States during 
the year. The New Hampshire tax 
was increased from 3 to 4 cents a 
gallon on Jan. 1. Virginia added a 
half cent on March 19, 1928, making 
the new rate 5 cents a gallon. The 
Texas rate was reduced on Sept. 1 
from 3 to 2 cents a gallon, and Mis- 
Sissippl raised its rate from 4 to 5 
cents a gallon on Dec. 1. 

The average rate per gallon in 
1928 was 3 cents; the highest was 
5, and the lowest was 2 cents. At 
the close of the year the rate in 
effect was 5 cents in seven States, 
4 cents in eleven States, 3% cents in 
one fScate, 3 cents in fourteen States 
and 2 cents in twelve States and the 
District of Columbia. 


Uses of the Revenue. 


The average revenue derived from 
the tax, as compared with the num- 
ber of vehicles, in the States where 
the levy was effective throughout the 
year, was $15.09 per vehicle 

After deduction of the costs of col- 
lection the entire net revenue was 
used for rural road purposes in thir- 
ty-five States In the remaining 

rteen States and the District of 
Columbia a total of $18,491,754 was 
devoted to other purposes 

Of the portion of the total revenue 
devoted to rural road purposes, the 
amount used for construction and 
maintenance of State highways wes 
$211,046.591; for construction and 
maintenance of local roads the 
amount was $57,380,901, and the hal- 
ance of $17,619,995 was used for pay- 
ments on State and county road 
bonds.

BUSINESS IN CANADA

Sarvey Shows Practically All 


Lines Are at High Level, With

A survey of the general business 
situation in Canada reveals a high 
level of activity in practically all 
lines, according to Bongard & Co., 
members of the Toronto and Mon- 
treal Stock Exchanges and the New 
York Curb Market.
